Earthquake Prescience. 



In a paper before a late meeting of 
the Seism ological society of Japan, 
Professor Milne mentioned the signs 
of alarm which the lower animals Of- 
ten show before earthquakes. Pen 
were observed to prance in their stalls 
half a minute before a shock last 
January. Proof has been found that 
pheasants scream, and frogs suddenly

It was suggested that the animals are 
probably very sensitive to slight pre- 
liminary tremors, though in volcanic 
districts small animals iiave been not 
only alarmed but even killed by g 
escaping just before earthquakes.

EDITOR Journal : — Please aeecpi 
my thanks for the encouraging editor 
ial in the last week's issue, and also 
for publishing Fairman's bulletins 
and my letters concerning the grand 
Jubilee. 

Please let. me explain in regard to 
your suggestions that the orator should 
be deaf.

He took the 
responsibility of invitiug Dr. Peet to 
be the orator of the day without the 

Committee's knowledge. But they 

ate well pleased with the select ion so 
far. 

It is gratifying to say that Dr. Peel 
has also consented to preach on Sun- 
day forenoon of December 11th.
